The 
friends of General Maximo Gomez, who 
assert that he is the popular candidate 
for the presidency, are elateS Over the 
prospect at an unrestricted vote. 


The convention has made severa 


modifications in the original draft sub 
mitteci by the central committee. Man} 
members say that the public session 
will begin next Tveek, and that a con 
stitution will be accepted and present 
ed to congress Immediately.

It was added that this important 


step was insignificant compared with 
t'ae difficulties to be met with between 
the powers themselves, whose clashing 
interests will have full play in the 
coming discussions. The United States 
proposal to shift the seat of. the nego- 
tiations finds no favor in the European 
chancellories. The feeling here favors 
Shanghai if any change is made, as it 
is pointed out that Shanghai is the 
ffiost important trade center in China 
and moreover, that the southern vice- 
roys, who are favorable to foreigners 
and anxious to further trade, could 
make their 
influence felt. Failing 


Shanghai, Berlin or Paris are 'more 
lilcely to be chosen. Ths enormous 
British interests are In favor of choice 
of London, but it is improbable that 
the other powers will agree to this. 


There is not reason, to suppose that 


Russia lyill withdraw from the Joint 
negotiations. The treaty she has con 
eluded with China concerns her spe- 
ci..l interests in regions'" contiguous tt» 
her^territbrios. but she has great polit- 
ical interests to defend and further ia 
the joint conference which will bristle 
with obstacles to a speedy settlement. 
Russia aims chiefly a,t a. .wide expan- 
sion of. her political influence. Great 
Britain wants to open the Chinese em- 
pire to her commerce and at same time 
strengthen her , 'itical foothold. The 
United States' efforts, apparently, will 
be devoted to securing commercial ad- 
vantages, while; France and Germany 
will desire to increase their-trade gen- 
erally and their political influence in 
certain prorinces. 


The 'Struggle- between these conflict- 


ing; designs will be bitter, and, In any 
case, will greatly' protract the nego- 
tiations. One thing which Great Brit- 
ain and the United States wish s«*ured 
is the raising of the prohibition, which 
now exists in China, against foreigners 
acquiring landed interests, a consider- 
able extension Of commerce being 
thereby anticipated. The ministers of 
the powers will he assisted in tbe ne- 
gotiations by commercial advisers, 
while Prince Chins and Li Hung 
Chang -will continue to act for the 
Chinese" government.

South AMea grows worse rather than 
better. Ix>rd Kitchener's dispatches are 
more laconic than those of Lord Rob- 
erts and little else of importance is al- 
lowed to come through. The Times. 
in an editorial, fln-ds comfort ia ths 
thought that the "process of attrition 
is doing its \rorS and must shortly lead 
to the inevitable result." In. otlier 
quarters, however, there ia less satis- 
faction with the position o£ affairs, 
which has practically necessitated the 
fortification, of Cape Town. No steps 
have been taken to comply with "Lord 
Kitchener's 
demands for reinforce- 


ments. 


Lord Coleridge, in a letter excusing 


his nonattendauce at,a political meet- 
ing, says: "I loathe and detest this

LAYING NEW BRIDGE CABLES 


K«£;srje<?rfi Preparing for tTie Jo5j. 


How ITic Work Will Be Rone. 


Tbe engineers for the new East.river 


bridge have uncicr way the preliminary 
work for tho iaj-ing of the cables, says 
the J\ew York Sun. There-will be four, 
eacb 19 inches ill diameter nut! each 
containing 10,000 wires'. 
The whole 


wolgbt oC the cables alone v.-ill be 
about 4,500 tons. When the cables are 
made, they will be divided into 37 
strands, containing "SO wires each. 
The-four-cables, will be laid at one 
time, the wires being strung hack and 
forth from each side of the river. Eigb't 
strands will he rondo simultaneously, 
the wires will bo parallel and r.-ill be 
adjusted to the original guide wire. 


There will be n false wire rope cTriven 


by en engine for carrying the wire- 
across tbe river. Tbe wire rope will 
carry a large rolling wheel. The wire 
will be reeled on large spools standing 
on each anchorage. One end of a. wire 
is fastened to the anchor bars, and tbe 
bight of the wire passes around the 
rolling wheel, which moves on a carry- 
ing rope over the river. This wheel 
carries two wires across the river at 
one time. Taese two wires are togeth- 
er, and while they are being adjusted 
another wheel ou the other side of the 
rope travels backward and carries two 
wires In an opposite direction, the icit-a 
being- that vruile'one'gang of men ad- 
justs the two wires, which will take 
iiiMiit tea minutes, two new wires will 
be carried over on the other wheel for 
the men to adjust- 


After 2SO wires have been taken 


across tbe' river and adjusted they are' 
tied together and become a strand. The 
straada will have au open eye or loop 
at (ho end. whlcb will.go. around a east- 
ins known as a cable shoe. When the 
strands art- completed.- they . will be 
formed into a cylindrical cable by large 
steel clamps, wbieb serve also to told 
the suspenders which connect the Boor 
system to..tbe cables.

SUGAR FOR HORSES. 


Good Results by Mixing the 
Brown 


Varietywith QUior food. 


I have found that the addition of. a 


pound of fair quality of moist brown 
sugar to a horse-feed of chaff and corn 
doubles its work-producing power and 
that, therefore, the ordinary feed may 
with this, aid be .greatly reduced 
la 


weight, without proportionately re- 
ducing the efficiency of the animal get- 
ting it. When no other feed is ob- 
tainable, says a writer in the Con- 
temporary Review, a few pounds 
of 


flour, mixed with enough water to 
make them easily drinkable, have great 
staying power, but few horses would 
take this, however hungry, unless they 
had at some previous time been made 
accustomed to it. 
I 
have known 


horses, when there was little grass, ha- 
bitually rob the camp of fresh, salt 
or dried meat. 
It is even more cer- 


tain that -no horse would touch flesh 
unless at some time accustomed to it. 
What strange food gramntvorous ani- 
mals will eat, when habituated to it, 
is almost beyond belief. 
In Iceland 


horses and cattle are frequently fed 
on dried fish. I have known sheep 
to eat meat, fruit, bread, pastry and 
the like, and even tobacco in consider- 
able quantity, without harm ensuing. 
During the early times o£ the diggings, 
•when gold was being found in large 
quantities and horse feed, beyond the 
grass, was not procurable, many of the 
rich claifflholders fed the horses used 
in their work on the mine with bread 
sooner than suffer delay. Bread, even 
unle-o^Tipri. iij better food for horses 
than raw flour and water, hut it takes 
time to prepare, and is rarely available 
on 831 emergency, while flour is much 
more likely to be. 
In Singapore It 1s 


not uncommon for horses to be given 
a loaf of bread soaked with & bottle 
of beer, which they eat greedily.
